Some are suggestive of a 
period when a large portion of our* con 
tin en t was submerged in the ocean . 
Others are tow*erin g masses of trap rock, 
with con e like summits, d eclarin g their 
volcan ic d escen t. 
Others for ages have 
been in a progressive state—the work of 
the in visible zophite architect. 
Some 
hare n ot yet risen aliove the belt of foam 
tliat marks their existen ce os coral reefs, 
an d n otifles the marin ers of d an ger, 
while others soar above the tid es an d 
bloom w ith evid en ces of boun teous har­ 
vests. 
Servile in surrection s, 
atten d ed 
with great loss of property an d life, have, 
in years past, retard ed the prosperity of 
those islan d s. 
Shocks of earthquake 
there have alarmed the in luibitan ts, an d 
the seren ity of the heaven s is often d is­ 
turbed by the d esolatin g track oi the 
hurrican e. 
Large con flagration s have 
occurred there, os in the Un ited States, 
but en ergy has surmoun ted those losses 
by fire, an d better built houses have 
arisen from the ruin s. 
From December to May the climate is 
d elightful an d healthy, even alon g the 
coast, where, in the summer mon ths, 
yellow fever occasion ally occurs. 
The 
moun tain ous region s or cord illeras, where 
the wealthy plan ters have their elegan t 
resid en ce« , are blessed with a peren n ial 
sprin gtime an d exempted from epid emic 
in fluen ce« . 
The mean temperature of 
these highlan d s is about 70 Fahren heit, 
an d at the elevation of 
2,500 
feet 
you are securely fortified again st the 
attacks 
of 
yellow 
jack. 
Beauty 
an d sublimity 
in a pre-emin en t d e­ 
gree are combin ed in the scen ery of those 
cord illeras, especially in the blue moun ­ 
tain s of Jamaica, tlie largest an d moat 
valuable islan d of the British West In ­ 
d ie« . 
The loftiest peak of that rid ge, 
which exten d s some fifty leagues in 
len gth, is n early 8,000 feet high, although 
the mean elevation d oes n ot exceed on e- 
• third of that measuremen t. 
The crest of 
the chain is so sharp that in man y place« 
it is on ly four yard s across; the escarp­ 
men ts are wild , the d eclivities steep, 
checkered in places with stately forest 
growth. 
The more elevated ran ges are 
flan ked by still low*er on es, an d these by 
verd an t savan n ahs. 
A belt of in terven in g plain lie« between 
the ocean an d the blue cord illera an d is 
brighten ed with tracks of guin ea grass, 
corn , sugar can e an d groves of cocoa an d 
plan tain proud ly tossin g their palmated 
head s in un ison with the rustlin g airs. 
There are also seen the taperin g furn aces 
of the sugar works, the overseer’s d well­ 
in g an d clusters of the laborers' huts. 
But those evid en ces of culture an il ¡Hern ­ 
iation are n ot con fin ed to the plain , L» ok 
up the steep, rugged sid e of the cord illera 
an d you will see where its precipitousn ess 
d oes n ot ren d er cultivation in qtossibk*. 
The d ark tin t of the wood lan d that gives 
a n ame to the moun tain chain is d iversi­ 
fied with the light green of cultivated 
field s an d gold en shad es of ripen in g cere­ 
als. 
You will see abrupt cliffs d otted 
with white specks as ¡» oin ts of rock, or 
perchan ce remin d in g you of an eagle’s 
aerie. Vi hen with a telescope these jx/in ts 
are brought closer to vour vision , you be­ 
hold on e white speck tran sformed in to a 
lovely coun try seat, others in to hamlets 
n estlin g on the brows of precipices 3,000 
feet or more in height. 
Brid le paths 
scarcely twelve feet wid e are eut up the 
sid es of this cord illera to its gorges an d 
table lan d s, for journ eys in the in terior 
are gen erally mad e on horseback, as the 
asperities of the coun try are un favorable 
to the tran sit of carriages.—Baltimore 
American . 


T it« “ D evil*« C od e“ a t S tock h olm . 
The royal library at Stockholm con ­ 
tain s a remarkable literary curiosity, 
called the d evil’s cod e, which is said to 
be the larg« « t man uscript in the world . 
Every letter of this gigan tic piece of work 
is as beautifully formed as if it were 
min utely an d carefully d rawn , an d it 
seems almost impossible that it should 
have been d on e by a sin gle human bein g. 
The d evil’s cod e was brought to » Swed en 
from Prague after the thirty years’ war, 
an d The Deutsche Hausfrauen Zeitun g 
tells the followin g story of its origin : 
A jioor mon k, who had been con d emn ed 
to d eath, was told that his sen ten ce would 
lie commuted if he were able to copy the 
whole of the cod e in a sin gle n ight. 
Re­ 
lyin g on the impossibility of the task, his 
jud ges furn ished him with the origin al, 
lien an d in k, an d left him in his well 
Imrred prison . 
A d rown in g man catches 
at a straw to save himself, an d the un 
fortun ate mon k liegan to try his last im 
possible task with the vain hope of ac­ 
complishin g it. Before lon g, however, he 
saw that he could n ot save hi* life by his 
own weak exertion s. 
Afraid of a cruel 
an d certain d eath, an d [lerlia}« d oubtin g 
the promise of a better life hereafter, he 
in voked the aid of the prin ce of d arkn ess, 
promisin g to surren d er his soul if lie 
were assisted in his task. 
The d ark 
spirit appeared as soon as he was called , 
con clud ed the con tract, sat d own like 
an y copyin g clerk, an d the n ext morn in g 
the d evil’s cod e was fin ished .—Boston 
•Tran script. 


Survived Seven ty-tw o Sovereign « . 
German papers call to min d that Kaiser 
Wilhelm in his n in ety years has survived 
n o fewer than seven ty-two sovereign s wh 
were his con temporaries, viz., fifty-two 
kin gs or queen s, eight emperors, six 
sultan s, an d six popes. 
Of these three 
were kin gs of Prussia, Fred erick William 
II, Fred erick William III, 
Fred erick 
William IV ; two were kin g» of Han over, 
two kin gs of Wurtemburg, four kin gs of 
Bavaria, three kin gs of » Saxon >, on e kin g 
of Westphalia (Jerome Bon aparte» ), on e 
kin g of Greece, on e kin g of the Belgian s, 
three kin gs of Hollan d , three kin gs of 
En glan d , three kin gs of Fran ce, five 
kin gs of Swed en , four kin gs of Den mark, 
three (or four) sovereign s of Portugal, 
five sovereign s of » Spain , five kin gs of 
Sard in ia, six kin gs of Naples, two em- 
jierors of Austria (on e of whom was the 
last of the former lin e of German em­ 
perors), two emperors of Fran ce, four 
czars of Russia. 
Ho has also survived 
twen ty-on e presid en ts of the 
Un ited

in timately mixed with the gelatin e solu­ 
tion . 
Pulverized flin t may lx* substituted 
for emery. 
The mass is mold ed in to an y 
d esired shape, an d is then con solid ated by 
heavy pressure. 
It is d ried by ex[H)sure 
to stron g sun light for several hours.— 
Chicago Times.

F R A G R A N T . 


Hon * It I» fiatlivm laft* Native I'orn k 
Ad ulteration . 
A lump of clear, gen uin e spruce gum, 
fresh an d fragran t from its n ative for« sr. 
is n ot to be d espised as a chewin g sub­ 
stan ce, an d if everybod y could get the 
real article, in stead of cheap, ad ulterated 
stuff, the army of chewers would b» 
vastly augmen ted . 
The n atural gum i. 
said by physicin us to be ben eficial to the 
teeth, an d it is certain ly a great improve­ 
men t on tobacco. 
The wood smen brin g 
out con sid erable quan tities of gum, some­ 
times fiacked in pretty min iature barrels, 
which they whittle an d carve from block.; 
of white pin e or ced ar d urin g id le hours 
by the camp fire, as presen ts for their 
frien d s, but there are people who make a 
busin ess of gatherin g gum, an d in cer­ 
tain section s of the spruce coun try it pavs 
well. 
Most of the spruce gum han d led by the 
d ealers comes from Can ad a an d n orthern 
Main e, while Vermon t an d New Hain je 
shire con tribute a mod erate quan tity to the 
total yield . 
The best gum comes from n o 
particular section , but always from the 
biggest spruce trees, an d it begin s to run 
in July or August, when , in these high lati- 
tud es, the sun b« » comes so hot as to crack 
the liark. 
On the limbs, in the crotches, 
an d even in the trun k of the spruce, the 
molten gum forms d urin g the heat of 
summer in all sorts of fan tastic shn j*« , 
an d when cold weather sets in it becomes 
hard . 
The first year after its run tiie 
gum is wliite an d pitchy, then it login s 
to turn amber an d red , an d the secon d 
year it is fit to “ pick” for the market, 
although it is better if allowed to remain 
on the trees un til the third year. 
After 
the third season the gum remain s in the* 
same state for several years, an d then 
begin s to “ turn old ,” as the pickers say, 
an d the con sumer complain s that 
it 
“chews hard ” an d crumbles up. 
A Hi tic- 
more age makes it d ark colored an d bitter, 
an d then its value is gon e. 
Up in Can ad a much of the gum is 
picked in the autumn , begin n in g as early 
as October, but there, as in Main e, the 
lK*st time for the work is d urin g the d eep 
sn ows of the win ter, when sn owshoes un ­ 
used , or in tlie early sprin g, when a man 
can travel alon g at a lively rate on the 
heavy crust, aboye the un d erbrush. Tlie 
pickers are provid ed with lon g ¡>olos. on 
the en d of which is fasten ed a sharp 
chisel, an d un d ern eath that a cup to re­ 
ceive the gum as it is chipped off. 
The 
cup hold s from a pin t to a quart, an d 
when full it is emptied in to a lon g kig 
w’hich the packer carries slun g to his 
back like a kn apsack. 
These gum har- 
vc« ter8 erect huts in the wood s when far 
d istan t from a settlemen t or a loggin g 
camp an d stay from two d ays to a week 
on a trip. 
When they liave secured as 
much as they can “ tote” they come out, 
an d then the women an d child ren have 
the ted ious job of scrapin g each an d 
every lump free from bark an d moss. 
Tlie clean , bright article offered for sale 
In the shops looks very much d ifferen t 
from the brown n uggets in the .picker's 
hag, although occasion ally a clear, shin y 
piece is foun d on ‘the limb of a large tree. 
It is the clean in g of the gum that 
makes a first class article expen sive. 
An 
ord in ary picker usually earn s fair d ay’s 
wages, although in localities that have 
n ot been explored lie sometimes “strikes 
it rich.” 
I lwve kn own a man to gather 
$ 30 worth of gum in on e d ay. 
There are two or three firms in Main e 
which buy large quan tities of gum from 
lumbermen an d pickers for the purpose 
refin in g it, as they say. But, as a gen eral 
rule, the refin in g con sists of ad ulteration 
w ith rosiu. 
They throw the gum in to a 
big vat, bark, moss an d all, an d boil it to 
about the con sisten cy of molasses, skim­ 
min g off the impurities as they rise to 
the surface. 
Then , if the purpose be to 
ad ulterate, some lard or grease an d a lot 
of rosin is thrown in , with sometimes a 
little sugar. 
The mixture is stirred un til 
thick, an d then ¡loured out on a slab, 
where, w hile it is yet hot, it is rolled out 
in a sheet about a quarter of an in ch 
thick, an d afterward cut w*ith a steel d ie 
in to pieces half an in ch wid e an d three- 
quarters of an in cli lon g. 
These pieces 
are wrapped in colored tissue ¡wper an d 
packed in wood en boxes—200 pieces to a '
